DRY ROT OF CORN 


~ Disease Which Is Causing Concern. 


According to T. J. Burrill and J. 
T. Barrett of the Illinois station the 
"groups of diseases of corn known un- 
der the general name of dry rot ‘has 
beeome of sufficient economic impor- 
lance during the past four or 
years to, cause general concern among 
farmers in corn-growing regions. 
. “In 1906, the year in which there 
was’ the greatest.amount of dry rot, so. 
far-as any records have been made, 
the loss was-4.5 per cont. of the entire 
crop in Iiinois. ‘This represents a 
Joss of over 15,000,000 busheis, having 
a vejue of more than 36,000,000, The 
joss in 1907. was Icss than two per 
cont. of the erop, or about $2,090,000." 
The name. dry ret is derived “fy 
the way the ears are affected in‘ 
field. “In“géneral the husks tend to, 
turn prematurely yellow to soaty, and 
the ear becomes paridally or wholly 
shriveled and much decreased in 
welght.
